He was a part-time consultant to 
the Bureau of the Budget and 
at.the same time a vite presi- 
dent of First Boston Corp., 
which arranged $120,000,000 in 
debt financing for the private 
power project. 

‘Would Have Affected Voting.’ 


“On the very day that this 
House of Representatives was 
considering legislation for the 
Dixon-Yates transmission ,Jine, 
Mr. Wenzell was to appear be- 
fore the SEC,” Price said. “His 
testimony would have laid bare 
the record of which I speak to- 
day. It would have affected our 
voting.” 


Adams telephoned SEC Chair- 
man J. Sinclair Armstrong and 
asked for a postponement. Price 
said Adams thus “interfered 
with that quasi-judicial proceed- 
ing for obvious political ends.” 


“For anyone to interfere with 
or influence the disposition of 
any matter before this tribunal 
is as evil as interfering with a 
court of law or fixing @ jury,” 
Price declared. 

Price noted that the reason 
given for the interference was 
to inform the SEC that the 
Government was to intervene 
in the matter. 


‘The Proper Action.’ 


“The proper action would 
have been for the Department 
of Justice through its attending 
counsel to present a petition to 
intervene or to stay the pro- 
ceedings to the SEC hearing ex- 
aminer.

“The action of the President's 
assistant in interfering with the 
orderly proceedings in a quasi- 
judicial hearing was fantastic- 
ally improper.”

GEORGE EXPECTS 
ASIATOREACTTO 
GENEVA PARLEY 


Talks May Determine if 
Hostilities Will Be Re- 
sumed in Far East, He 
Says. , 


BY JACK BELL 

WASHINGTON, July 15 (AP) 
— Senator George (Dem.), Geor- 
gia, said today the direction 
taken by the Geneva Big Four 
conference may determine 
whethér there is a new threat 
of hostilities in the Far East. 

George, chairman of the Sen- 
/ate Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee, said progress made by 
President Eisenhower in confer- 
ences with the Premiers of Brit- 
ain, France and Russia toward 
lessening world tensions is 
bound to have a “heavy impact” 
on the Asian situation. 

“I think Asiatic . problems 
should be dealt with separately 
as Asiatic problems,’ George 
said in an interview. “It will be 
necessary to deal directly with 
those problems, but they are not 
first in the order of things. 
“If the Big Four can make a 
beginning toward the right sort 
of approach to European issues 
then it may be possible to estab- 
lish a better approach toward 


Far Eastern problems.” 

George said he regards the 
present informal cease-fire in 
the Formosa strait as only “tem- 
porary.” If the summit meeting 
opening Monday does not dis- 
close some genuine Russian dis- 
position to end the cold war, 
trouble may flare up rapidly in 
A! he added. 

" s possible that the Chi- 
nese ‘Communists. will bring 
about a renewal of hostilities 
between them and the Nation- 
alists in the Formosa area,” he 
said. “Red China may resume 
its buildup aimed not only at 
the coastal islands but at For- 
mosa itself. 

“Unless there is a change in 
direction influenced by the 
Geneva meeting, I would look 
for rapid and ominous develop- 
ments in the Far East.” 

George said he expects the 
Russians to bring up Asian ten- 
sions. He said he does not be- 
lieve Mr. Eisenhower will com- 
mit himself even to the point of 
agreeing to a subsequent lower- 
level conference on the Far East, 
but that he does expect a meet- 
ing of this kind to matenalize 
later on if Geneva shows some 


reasonable prospect” of suc- 
cess. 

As for the summit meeting it- 
self, George said he thinks Mr. 
Eisenhower “is a realist and 
will take a realistic view if there 
\can be any agreement in prin- 
@ ciple on danger areas that can 
be followed up by detalled con- 
sideration later.”

Stewart's Lt. Colonel “Dutch” Holland, an Air Force 
reserve officer, grumbles crankily over being yanked out 
of his high-salaried job as a star third-baseman for the St. 
Louis Cardinals and sent into the Strategic Air Command, 
He did his job in the last war, he says, and besides, where's 
the fire? June Allyson, again the epitome of the cute wife, 
isn’t happy either, because half the time Jimmy is in the 
sky on the other side of the country or on top of the world 
(there is one Greenland crash). There are growlers in the 
crew of Jimmy’s B-36, too, who want to be civilians again. 
But Gen. Curtis E.-LeMay—Gen. Hawkes, ne Is called here 
as he is played by cigar-biting, tough, barking Frank Love- 
joy—drives the command on remorselessly, and Jimmy 
becomes bitten with the duty-bug. This change comes slow- 
ly and reluctantly, and not with any collegiate football 
locker-room pep talk, so it stays realistic and palatable, 
although the ending is somewhat anticlimactic.

The ad for “LAND OF THE PHARAOHS” at the ST. 
LOUIS says: ‘9753 players in one scene alone.” I didn't 
have time to count them, but it seemed almost that many 
extras in the huge swarms recreating in CinemaScope the 
construction of a great Egyptian pyramid 
6500 years ago. Working with Egyptian 
extras at the Cheops pyramid nine miles 
outside Cairo, Director Howard Hawks re- 
created in interesting detail the supposed 
mechanical methods of constructing the 
huge tomb, chiefly on the basis of.sheer 
expendable manpower (although you 
needn't feel too sorry for the sweating, groaning extras as 
the supposed massive granite blocks they tugged were 
actually painted hollow wood blocks weighing very little.) 

These spectacular mass scenes are supplemented by 
a drama more intelligently. written than most scripts for 
spectacles of ancient times, and fairly absorbing. (Novelist 
William Faulkner headed the trio of scripters.) Jack Hawk- 
ins, playing with his usual vigor, is the casually cruel 
Pharaoh who is obsessed with the idea of taking his fab- 
ulous treasures, loot: of many wars, with him into death and 
making the tomb robber-proof. So he spends three decades 
and works thousands of his subjects to death in constructing 
his pyramid, before his scheming second wife (played by 
Joan Collins, a new and well-endowed British actress) al- 
most cheats him with her murderous ways. '

Finally, after the countess has moved in and taken 
over her home, Gina in sheer hysteria tries to carve her 
instead of the roast beef at the family dinner table, and 
confesses all to her husband. 

The beautiful and voluptuous Miss Lollobrigida is a 
pretty good actress. Gabriele Ferzetti as the husband and 
Alda Mangini as the repulsive blackmailer also give con- 
vincing performances. But the effort for sordid, sensa- 
tional realism is so diluted by a weak and painfully trite 
script that all power is drained from the drama—it seems 
a dull accounting of a routine adultery, on a sort of “True 
Confessions” level. English dialogue has been dubbed in 
for the Italian, a quite unsatisfactory and confusing process 
mechanically, with the dubbed-in voices stilted in acting 
quality, and the English lines rather wooden. (Although 
Miss Lollobrigida’s voice obviously is not hers, she can 
speak English with only a slight accent, having done if in 
‘Beat the Devil” opposite Humphrey Bogart.)

Resents Hints That His Approach 
To Church Is Phase of Politics — 
He Enjoys Fishing, Excells in It

F Izaak Walton were alive to- 
| aay, he’d probably be Secre- 

tary of Interior. This is an 
oblique way of saying Mr. Eisen- 
hower likes to fish. As Walton 
said in the seventeenth century, 
“Il have laid aside business, and 
gone a-fishing.” When Mr. Eisen- 
hower gets a chance he does the 
same. 

There is no more uncontented 
man in the vicinity than Dwight 
D. Eisenhower on a day when 
the fish are not biting. Standing 
in a fast-rushing mountain 
stream, he'll swear at a big trout 
lurking behind a boulder for not 
striking at a succession of theo- 
retically inviting flies. 

“Look at the scoundrel scoot- 
ing behind that big» rock,” lke 
will say. “Darned old devil, just 
lying there waiting for some 
country boy to come along and 
drop a worm in front of him. 

“I've used about every fly in 
my box on this fellow. He's 
just not interested. I'll tell you 
what I think. I think he’s full 
of grasshoppers. They just 
mowed this field by the stream 
and lots of grasshoppers are 
jumping into the water.” 

Shaking his head in disgust, 
Ike will move on up the stream, 
laying his fly line expertly 
under bushes, into likely-looking 
“white water’ cascading over 
rocks, and muttering to himself 
about the unco-operative nature 
of the grasshopper-sodden trout. 

Since childhood, the Presi- 
dent has been an avid sports- 
man. He prefers being a par- 
ticipant rather than a spectator. 
Hence his great intere-t in fish- 
ing, golf and hunting. He has 
been fishing for much longer 
than he has played golf, which 
accounts for his being more pro- 
ficient at angling thah at any 
other sport. 

lf golf were fishing, he'd be 
playing even with Ben Hogan. 
He's that good. He prefers 
fresh-water fishing to salt-water 
angling because he believes the 
delicacy and accuracy required 
in stream fly-casting for trout is 
a much more challenging and de- 
manding sport than lolling in 
the back of a cabin cruiser in 
the Gulf Stream while the boat 
skipper takes the fisherman to 
the fish. 

If you like fishing, it is a 
pleasure to watch Mr. Eisenhow- 
er handle a trout line, particu- 
larly when he’s working with a 
delicate piece of gear such as 
his ounce-and-a-half rod. 

He’ll switch from tapered lines 
to double tapers, or shift to what 
is known as a torpedo fly line 
if the wind kicks up. A tor- 
pedo is microscopically thicker 
at the casting end and thus 
moves through breezy gusts with 
more steadiness than a taper, 
which slims down to a threadline 
thickness at the end. 

* * . 

R. EISENHOWER rigs his 
Mown rod, although there are 

always staff members stand- 
ing nearby who'd be happy to 
do it for him. He also ties some 
of his own flies and likes to de- 
vise combination lures on the 
spur of the moment when his 
luck is low. 

He prefers to fish in mid- 
stream. He says noise in the 
stream is not nearly as frighten- 
ing to fish as noise from the 
bank. And he cannot abide hav- 
ing anyone in a white shirt or 
white hat stand near him while 
he’s casting. Says white scares 
the fish. - 

Ike is firmly dedicated to fly 
fishing—dry and wet. He will 
shift to a spinner, however, if all 
else fails, but he feels a bit 
sheepish about it. He made a 
fishing trip to Custer state park 
in the Black Hills of South Da- 
kota. Photographers begged him 


for pictures flycasting in French- 
man creek. 

He consented, but it was in the 
middle of the day and hot. The 
trout were not on top and conse- 
quently his luck was poor. Paul 
Bellamy of Rapid City, who was 
fishing nearby, suggested that 
the President slip on one of Bel- 
lamy’s spinners instead of a fly. 
The President didn’t like the 
idea, but there were the cameras 
recording his fruitless casts on 
flies. Quietly he took the spin- 
ner from Bellamy and cast. 
Wham—right away, a fighting 
trout. 

The cameras ground away and 
the President played his catch 
so intently that, as he drew the 
leaping fish toward him, he 
slipped and got a bootful of icy 
mountain water.

OST of President Eisen- 
M tower's adulthood was spent 
outside organized religion. 
He joined a church only on the 


day of his inauguration. By the . 


standards of some people, this 
indicated that his approach to 
the cburch was a phase of his 
political career. He, however. 
feels this to be a grossly unfair 
interpretation 

Presidents, since the founding 
of the country, have contended 
with the problem of having their 
religion under constant judg- 
ment by public and clergy. If 
a President goes to church fre- 
quently, a certain number of 
cynics say he does it for political 
front. If he does not visit a 
church with regularity, the 
faithful regard him as lacking 
in proper piety and spiritual 
leadership. 

F.D.R. confined most of his 
church attendance to his bov- 
hood Episcopal parish in Hyde 
Park, venturing to Washington 
places of worship only a few 
times a year. His physical con- 
dition made churchgoing dilif- 
ficult without specially provided 
ramps for his wheel chair. 

President Truman went to 
services at the Foundry Meth- 
odist church in Washington a 
dozen or more times a year.

His Washington church is the 
National Presbyterian, just off 
Connecticut avenue not far from 
the White House. He obviously 
selected a Presbyterian church 
when he came to Washington 
because that is the faith of his

His forebears were of a stern 
Protestant sect known the 
River Brethren or the Brethren 
of Christ, a product of Penn- 
sylvania. The River Brethren 
split off from the Mennonites 
late in the nineteenth century. 
The President's grandfather, the 
Rev. Jacob Eisenhower, led his 
family. and flock to the plains 
of Kansas. 

The Eisenhower family was 
strongly pacifist. Ike’s mother 
taught him that war was man’s 
worst sin, yet she did not at- 
tempt to stop him when he laid 
plans for*his first military cam- 
paign — passing the entrance 
exams for the United States Mili- 
Academy. 

David and Eisenhower 
held family prayers in their 
homes at Abilene, Kan., and 
Dennison, Tex., every night, 
along with reading from one 
of three Bibles which were fix- 
tures of the household. The 
President has said little pub- 
licly about the religious aspects 
of his boyhood, but his brothers 
have told how the family and 
religion were one. 

There is no evidence that Ike 
inclined toward church activities 
more than the average cadet 
when he went to West Point. He 
followed a similar pattern of av-

YOUNG woman writes: 
A ‘dear Miss Vanderbilt, I am 


going. to be married at 11 
o'clock in the morning at church 
and will have an open house at 
home in the evening. I plan to 
have approximately 200 guests. 
What should be served at this 
type of open house where space 
is limited? What is the proper 
time to cut the wedding cake? 
Also, please advise how the in- 
vitations should be worded. 
—J.U., Berwyn, IIl. 

First, I think you should call 
this a reception rather than an 
open house, for it is actually a 
wedding reception. You enclose 
a card which reads: 


RECEPTION 
from seven until nine o'clock 
at Sixty-Five Norton Street 
R.S.V.P. 

Having the reception at this 
time indicates supper. For so 
many guests it probably would 
be served from the buffet, with 
or without the assistance of a 
caterer. Ham, turkey, chicken 
salad, potato salad, sliced tongue, 
seafood casseroles or seafood 
salads, aspics, small hot buttered 
rolls, stuffed celery, olives, 
radishes are all usual at this 
kind of reception. A punch may 
be served to all with or without 
champagne with which to toast 
the bride 

Since some people don't enjoy 
punch, there is a growing tend- 
f to supply highballs to those 
wio prefer them. Where punch, 
with or without champagne, is 
to be served, highballs or sherry 
beforehand are preferable to 
cocktails.
